Spring ’92 parking 
regulations issued 


In an attempt to alleviate tensions 
caused by a lack of on-campus park- 
ing at Kendall Green, Gallaudet Presi- 
dent I. King Jordan has issued 
regulations governing parking for the 
spring 1992 semester. The regulations 
were originally intended to be im- 
plemented in November. 

The regulations, which went into 
effect Jan. 20, are based on recom- 
mendations made by the University 
Parking Committee, which is 
monitoring the University’s parking 
situation On an ongoing basis. 

Some of the regulations were meas- 
ures that were adopted temporarily 
last October when student protesters

personnel office by January 30, ac- 
cording to Denise Sullivan, director 
of Human Resources. The merit in- 
creases are retroactive to Oct. 1. 

If the paperwork is received by 
Feb. 13, staff employees will receive 
merit increases starting March 3, said 
Sullivan. 

Faculty members have already been 
paid merit increases. 

Approximately 600 staff employees 
are eligible for merit increases at this 
time. As they have been in past years, 
merit increases may range from zero 
to six percent and must average no 
more than three percent for each 
department. 

The general pay increase of four 
percent awarded to all faculty and 
staff was paid on Jan. 21. The in- 
crease was Originally scheduled to be 
paid on Feb. 4, but at the request of 
President I. King Jordan and Vice 
President of Administration and Busi- 
ness Paul Kelly, the Personnel, Pay- 
roll, and Provost’s offices expedited 
the process so that the raises could 
be paid earlier.

KDES gets first ‘Apples’ computer 


Students at Kendall Demonstration 
Elementary School’s Middle School 
Special Opportunities Program (SOP) 
received star billing last week for 
their part in earning the first com- 
puter awarded in the District of 
Columbia through the Apples for the 
Students Plus campaign. 

To earn the Apple II GS computer, 
KDES students and staff collected 
$160,000 in green cash register 
receipts from Giant food stores. Mak- 
ing order out of the volume of 
receipts proved to be a good learning 
exercise for the SOP students, who 
spent hours adding, grouping, and 
packaging the receipts to be sent to 
Giant. 

This year more than 2,000 schools 
in the Washington, D.C., and Balti- 
more metropolitan areas are par- 
ticipating in the program. ‘Kendall 
has done the best out of all of D.C. 
They’ve turned in the most receipts. 
They’ve had the best attitude,’’ said 
Jim Lally of Giant Food Inc. Lally 
coordinates the Apples for the Stu- 
dents Plus program for the District of 
Columbia and Fairfax County, Va. 

The Jan. 22 ceremony at KDES in- 
cluded kudos for the kids, who are 
12 to 15 years old and have special 
needs in addition to being deaf, from 
Giant personnel, KDES principal Nan- 
cy Shook, and Gallaudet President I. 
King Jordan. Two clowns helped 
KDES kids unpack the computer, per- 
formed comedy and magic, and gave 
apples to everyone. 

Lally commended Sandra Hart Da- 
vis, KDES Middle School communica- 
tions specialist/speech, for her 
“outstanding job’’ coordinating the 
school’s program. In addition to 
motivating parents and campus em- 
ployees to donate their receipts, Hart- 
Davis encouraged 10 local organiza- 
tions to donate their employees’ 
receipts. Among them, the Oliver Carr 


Company Inc. and Kelly Temporary 
Services gave the most receipts. 

After the receipts were collected, 
SOP teachers Leslie Brewer and Molly 
Hullinger taught their students the 
practical math skills of finding the 
balance on each receipt, grouping the 
receipts into bundles that equaled 
$100, and recording and tallying the 
receipts on a computer using a 
spread sheet Hart-Davis designed for 
them. Several SOP students also gave 
up recess to work with the receipts 
as paid work-study students. 

This is the third year that the local 
retail chain has sponsored an Apples 
for the Students campaign, which 
Originated with the Service Marketing 
Group based in Pittsburgh, Pa. The 
business has regional companies 
sponsoring campaigns throughout the 
United States and Puerto Rico and in 
Australia. 

The “‘plus’”’ part in Giant’s slogan, 
however, is solely Giant’s initiative 
and adds two components to the 
program. First, customers can acquire 
credit at a faster pace with double 
credit checkout coupons. Second, in 
addition to computers and software, 
schools can order from a list of mer- 
chandise that includes encyclopedias, 
calculators, band and athletic equip- 
ment, math and science aids, and au- 
ditory and visual aids such as 
camcorders and VCRs. 

‘The schools are experiencing 
budget problems and Giant is simply 
responding to their needs. [This pro- 
gram] gives Giant the opportunity to 
give something back to the commu- 
nities that support Giant,”’ said 
Lally. 

Apples for the Students Plus will 
accept green register receipts dated 
through Feb. 29, but they can be 
turned into KDES until March 7. Hart- 
Davis must send all receipts and ord- 
ers to Giant by March 14.

New parking regulations outlined

who were upset with parking arrange- 
ments staged a “‘park-in.”’ 

The regulations state that: 

e No parking fees will be imposed 
at this time. 

e All parking spaces on the west ~ 
side of Hanson Plaza are now designat- 
ed for faculty and staff parking and all 
spaces on the east side are designated 
for student parking. The rule that no 
vehicle could be parked in the same 
space for more than 24 hours is no 
longer in effect. 

¢ Cars without valid Gallaudet park- 
ing stickers, cars illegally parked, and 
cars with expired license tags will con- 
tinue to be ticketed. Abandoned cars 
that have been tagged with warning 
notices will continue to be towed off 
campus. Cars with three unpaid tickets 
will be booted. 

e The Sixth Street overflow lot will 
continue to be open until 10 pm. A 
guard will be posted in the lot from 
dusk to closing. Gallaudet will con- 
tinue to urge the District of Columbia 
to install a crosswalk with a pedestrian 
light at Sixth Street. 

e Lighting in the Hanson Plaza, Field 
House, MSSD, and Sixth Street lots will 
be increased. Other campus lighting 
will be enhanced where necessary. 

e Two 15-minute loading zone 
spaces, one on the east side of Hanson 
Plaza and one on the west side of the 
plaza near the rear entrance to Hall 
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Memorial Building, have been estab- 
lished. 

Dr. Howard Busby, dean of Student 
Affairs, and Herbert Emerson, director 
of Safety and Security, have been 
asked to better publicize the escort 
service and to involve students in in- 
creasing safety measures, such as a 
campus watch program. 

The Parking Committee and the 
Department of Graduate Studies and 
Research will determine this semester 
if an extension of shuttle service to 
Eastern Market, Union Station, and 
Northwest Campus is warranted.

Noted publisher T.J. O’Rourke dies 


Terrence James (‘‘TJ.’’) O’Rourke 
(53), a noted publisher, author of the 
world’s best-selling sign language 
book, and a leader in the movement 
to improve civil rights for disabled 
people, died of heart failure Jan. 10 at 
his Silver Spring, Md., home. He was 
Bee 

O’Rourke, who was also a resident 
of El Paso, Texas, was recognized 
around the world as an expert on sign 
language. He wrote the internationally 
best-selling text A Basic Course in 
Manual Communication, plus A Basic 
Vocabulary: American Sign Language 
for Parents and Children, and co- 
authored the current best seller in the 
field, A Basic Course in American Sign 
Language. 

In 1978, O’Rourke established TJ. 
Publishers, Inc., in Silver Spring, which 
produces books and videotapes on 
American Sign Language and other 
deafness-related materials. 

O’Rourke was the first deaf person 
to underwrite captioning for an entire 
television program, and in 1983, he 
founded the Caption Club, a voluntary 
organization established to support the 
efforts of the National Captioning Insti- 


tute to provide captioned television 
programming. 

As an activist, O’Rourke served both 
as president and vice president of the 
American Coalition of Citizens with 
Disabilities. He served on the board of 
the President’s Committee on Employ- 
ment of the Handicapped, now known 
as the President’s Committee on Em- 
ployment of People with Disabilities. 
He directed the National Association of 
the Deaf’s Communicative Skills Pro- 
gram from 1968-78, establishing sign 
language training programs in schools 
across the nation. And he founded the 
National Symposium of Sign Language 
Research and Teaching and the Sign 
Instructors Guidance Network. 

In addition to the numerous awards 
he received, O’Rourke was listed in 
Who's Who in Maryland, the Who's 
Who of Authors, the Dictionary of In- 
ternational Biography, and in the book 
Deaf Heritage. 

O’Rourke is survived by his widow, 
Robin Byers, one daughter, two sons, 
and two grandsons. 

The family requests that memorial 
contributions be made to the Frederick 
Schreiber Institute at Gallaudet.
